Some local lecturers mu*t be ad- 


vised, some encouraged, some warned, 
all helped. 
The position of subordi- 


nate lecturer is one of great responsi- 
bility, yet it frequently devolves upon 
persons having little realization of its 
requirements. 
To such as these the 


state lecturer should prove a friend 
indeed, aud every call from these sub- 
ordinate workers should have his in- 
stant response. For every subordinate 
and Pomona lecturer in the state to 
feel perfectly free to write to the state 
lecturer on any subject in doubt and 
to be sure of instant Interest, careful 
consideration and a helpful and punc- 
tual reply—such is the ideal relation 
in handling the lecture hour work In a 
state. 
And to establish such a rela- 


tion, then working out its natural 
fruits, is the fundamental task of the 
state lecturer. 


It Is clearly within his province to 


visit as many as possible of the sub- 
ordinate and Pomona granges during 
the year. Here he is not only able to 
personally trreet and encourage lec- 
turers, buthe sees the conditions under 
which they labor, he gains information 
that he can apply to other fields, he 
come* in contact with the rank aud 
file of membership and thereby him- 
self gains capacity for the broad view 
which the duties of his position con- 
tinually require. lie may speak on the 
Order, or, in his judgment, may lead 
the thought of his hearers out upon 
more general line*, in order to em- 
phasize the broad educational view 
which the grange must be continually 
glvint: to its members If It is to expect 
an influence and maintain its hold. 


The state lecturer may organize new 


granges, but it he is faithful to the 
duties that logically attach to his de- 
partment he will have little lime to do 
so. And it would appear that a con- 
centration of his best energies to devel- 
oping and improving the lecture hour 
work constitutes his .specialized prov- 
ince. 


Always should the authority of the 


local lecturer be recognized and un- 
der his or her direction should all ef- 
forts be exerted. The suggestion of 
methods tried elsewhere or deemed 
worthy of trial; the adoption of innova- 
tions or the discontinuance of customs 
deemed unworthy; whatever the state 
lecturer may undertake, for the benefit 
of the lecture hour, should be exerted 
through the local lecturer, who stands, 
in that immediate Held, responsible for 
(hi' work. 


So the state lecturer's work, how- 


ever exerted, in spoken word, written 
suirirextion or by personal contact, ii 
to e\en ise wise supervision, to pa- 
th nth :i;id tactfully counsel and to bo 
an u n f a i l i n g source of helpfulness to 
his subordinates in stimulating tfce 
largest interest and in awakening the 
members of the Order to its inagnifi-
